Port Arthur, whose hills have fot 
months run red with the blood of the 
bravest of two warlike nations, lias at 
last, succumbed to the fierce tenacity 
of 
the 
Japanese 
attack. 
General 
Stoessel, most stubborn in carrying out 
the will of his sovereign, has seen the 
advance of the besieging army gain in 
momentum and energy, until to hold 
out longer would have been a crime 
against humanity. 
The conditions of 
the surrender are not yet known, hut 
in all quarters it is anticipated that 
they are such as an honorable soldier 
may accept 
from a brave 
and vic­ 
torious enemy. 
At 9:45 o’clock 
Monday night the 
commissioners completed tho signing 
of the capitulation arrangement. Poth 
armies had suspended hostilities five 
hours earlier. 
The city 
of Port Ar­ 
thur will be occupied by the Japanese 
Tuesday. 
The authorities at St. Petersburg, 
in the absence of direct official news 
from General Stoessel that Port Ar­ 
thur has surrendered, have not per­ 
mitted the news 
to become 
public. 
Emperor Nicholas is in the south o 
Russia, and his ministers are for the 
time being in the dark as to what dis­ 
patches have been sent to him from 
the front. 
Tokio was the scene 
of rejoicing, 
people of all ranks finding in the out­ 
come compensation for all the sa cr! 
flee of life and money 
that was en­ 
tailed in the ten-months’ siege.

The spirit,

be a menace to European powers. 
There is an expectation in diploma­ 
tic circles in St. Petersburg that some 
one of the powers may make a tender 
of friendly offices, and the intimation 
is conveyed that the 
United States 
may take the initiative. 
Should this 
be the case it could only be upon as­ 
surances from both the warring pow­ 
ers that the tender would be received 
by them in good part. 
Early Tuesday two Russian torpedo 
launches arrived at Chefoo and there

only staling dumbly.

been diminished. 


R u ssian s Slept While Standing. 
“ ‘But 
we cannot fight,’ said 
his 
generals. 
‘Our 
men cannot 
move. 
They sleep 
standing. 
They cannot 
see the bayonets at their breasts. 
We 
can order, but they cannot obey.’ 
“ 'Then 
you generals 
fight,’ said 
Stoessel, clenching his fists. 
“He seemed fanatical 
on tho sub­ 
ject. hut finally he was brought to see 
reason bv the insistence of his subordi­ 
nates. 
Admirals Lochinsky and WL 
ren. Generals Smyrnoff and Ko k and 
many others, sometimes with broken 
voices, 
urge I the 
step which 
ail 
dreaded so long. 
“I am sure Port Arthur would have 
sought terms a rn nth ago had it not 
been for General St >essel, who, with 
bulldog tenacity, 
steadily refused to 
permit such action to be taken. 
He 
had told his emperor that he would 
never surrender, and he meant to keep 
his word. 
“General Nog! has taken Port Arthur 
with his artillery and his tunnels. His 
rifle bullets were seldom found to be 
of any use. 
“We constantly endured a bombard­ 
ment fiercer than any in history. The 
Japanese periodically assaulted, and 
then, if repulsed, they calmly resumed 
their bombardments. 
“We who came here today do not 
know the terms of surrender suggested 
by General Stoessel to General Nogi 
nor the answer to them, having left 
Port Arthur even before the messen­ 
ger had been dispatched. The general 
impression, however, is that Stoessel 
has proposed that the army shall go 
free 
and that he 
alone he made 
a 
prisoner. Even that concession seemed 
to wrench out the 
sturdy old man's 
heart. 
All 
Resources 
Exhausted. 
“Whether or not 
the negotiations 
terminate in an agreement on terms 
of surrender it is certain 
that Port 
Arthur 
is doomed. 
We 
still 
have 
some ammunition anil some guns on 
Liaotie mountain, but that mountain 
is not adapted 
for the hest defense 
from the land side, and the Japanese 
would find its capture easier than the 
other 
tasks 
they have 
attempted. 
Tiger’s Tail peninsula has to be s i m ­ 
ilarly viewed, 
and Golden 
hill has 
been without 
ammunition 
for t h r e e 
months. 
“It is a simple story. 
Had the am­ 
munition held out the fortress would 
have

out 
indefinitely. 
For 
months we held Port Arthur by bayo­ 
nets alone, until flesh and blood could 
do no more. 
When a man fell there 
was none to replace him. 
Thus the 
garrison was gradually 
worn down.

Tokio, Jan. 
3.—The Russian 
and 
Japanese commissioners appointed to 
arrange the terms of the capitulation 
of the Russian forces at Port Arthur 
signed the compact 
of surrender at 
9:45 o'clock Monday night. 
Tho 
text of General 
Nogl’s 
tele­ 
gram announcing the capitulation of 
the 
Russian force 
at. Port 
Arthur, 
dated Jan. 2, is as follows: 
“The plenipotentiaries of both parties 
concluded their negotiations today at 
4:30 o’clock. 
The 
Russian commis­ 
sioners accepted on the whole the con­ 
ditions stipulated by us and consent­ 
ed to capitulate. 
The document has 
been prepared and signatures are now 
being 
affixed. 
Simultaneously 
with 
the conclusion of 
negotiations both 
armies suspended 
hostilities. 
It. is 
expected that the Japanese will enter 
the city of Port Arthur tomorrow.” 


Lf. Petersburg, Jan. 3.—While there 
Is no longer any doubt in official cir­ 
cles in St. Petersburg that the fate of 
Port Arthur 
has been decided 
and 
General Sioessel’s long 
and gallant 
defense ended, news of the surrender 
has not yet been allowed to reach the 
public. 
Foreign telegrams regarding 
the matter have been withheld from 
the newspapers pending the issue of 
the official announcement here. 
The 
government is following the dictates 
of its own judgment iii this course; 
but the public so far is entirely un­ 
prepared for news which must prove 
a serious blow when it comes. 
Tin* 
newspapers so far 
merely intimate 
that the defense of the garrison is 
proceeding as usual; but everyone has 
realized for some time that the end 
was approaching, and there is no ques­ 
tion but 
that the majority, 
if they 
were prepared by 
a preliminary an­ 
nouncement by the government, could 
forgive the loss of the fortress in ad­ 
miration of the garrison’s heroic de­ 
fense. 
Possibly some of the hesitation of 
the authorities here to make the an­ 
nouncement of the fall of Port Arthur 
is due to threats and rumors of radi­ 
cal demonstrations coupled with the 
absence of the emperor; but it is eer 
tain that no demonstration 
is likely 
which could assume 
serious propor­ 
tions, and the radical leaders would 
be sun> to alienate the sympathy of 
many even of the? more liberal Rus­ 
sians if they chose such a moment for 
a revolutionary demonstration. 
It has been learned 
that tho last 
telegram sent by Emperor Nicholas 
to General Stoessel 
vested the corn 
mander of the Port Arthur forces with 
discretionary powers, and urged him 
t.o exe re j; • them rather than allow 
the del'; use to go to the last ditch. 
This n ay account for the apparently 
brief tin" 
required to conclude the 
negotiations between the Russian and 
Japanese commanders, no time having 
been oecuph I in communicating with 
Emperor Nit bolas. 
It is equally cer­ 
tain that General Stoessel did not sur­ 
render without previous authorization. 


Offer of Peace Fr om Japan. 
In diplomatic circle;, where there is 
every reason to believe there is tit** 
hest information regarding the plans 
of tin' Japanese, it is stated that tho 
fall of Port Arthur will be promptly 
followed by an offer 
of peace from 
Japan. 
It. is understood that a strong 
effort, will be made to have the offer 
come through 
President 
Roosevelt. 
It is even suggested that the terms 
might include an arrangement which 
would give Russia an outlet through 
the Persian gulf. 
There is, however, 
no indication as to whether an effort 
to induce President Roosevelt to move 
in the matter would be likely, to suc­ 


ceed. 
Tf certainly Is regarded as un­ 
likely .hat such a suggestion should 
come through the United States, un­ 
less the president lins the strongest 
previous intimation that it would he 
favorably considered by tho Russian 
government. 
It may be added that 
while it is known that Emperor Nicho­ 
las from the beginning regarded the 
war with 
great abhorrence 
there is 
nothing yet to indicate that his gov 
eminent intends to recede from the 
programme 
of fighting to 
a finish, 
which has repeatedly been announced. 
There is much discussion relative 
to Vie© Admiral Rojestvensky’s voy­ 
age to tho far 
East. 
It Is rumored 
that his squadron may be recalled to 
th*' Baltic to await 
reinforcements 
and proceed eastward next summer, 
when it will be decidedly superior in 
strength to Admiral Togo's fleet, but 
there is nothing authoritative to sup­ 
port sinh a report. 
The situation, so 
far as Vice Admiral Rojestvensky is 
concerned, is not materially different 
from the time when the Port Arthur 
squadron 
was first 
defeated. 
It is 
known that Admiral Rojestvensky had 
alternative 
instructions 
when 
he 
sailed covering such a contingency as 
has now arisen. 
So far as known, lie 
has no intention of altering his plans 
owing to General Stoessol’s surrender. 
The situation in the immediate fu­ 
ture may be such as to necessitate the 
curtailing of the emperor’s trip to the 
south and cause his return to St. Pe­ 
tersburg: but the report that his pilot 
train had been blown up is untrue.

A t t o r n e y s for the 
Defence Make a 
New Move. 
New Ulm, Minn., Jan. 3.—The de­ 
tectives employed by the defense in 
the Gebhard murder trial have been 
the past week attempting to conned 
the suicide of Michael Fuchs, whose 
body was found hanging in a smoke­ 
house near his home on German street 
last Monday morning, in some way 
with the murder of Dr. Gebhard. This 
is but another attempt of the defense 
to attach the crime to another per­ 
son. No motive can be shown, it is 
believed, that will in any way connect 
the suicide with the crime.

Port Arthur, whose hills have fot 
months run red with the blood of the 
bravest of two warlike nations, has at 
last succumbed to the fierce tenacity 
of 
the 
Japanese 
attack. General 
Stoessel, most stubborn in carrying out 
the will of his sovereign, has seen the 
advance of the besieging army gain in 
momentum and energy, until to hold 
out longer would have been a crime 
against humanity. The conditions ot 
the surrender are not yet known, but 
in all quarters it is anticipated that 
they are such as an honorable soldier 
may accept from a brave and vic­ 
torious enemy. 
At 0:45 o’clock Monday night the 
commissioners completed the signine 
of the capitulation arrangement. Both 
armies had suspended hostilities five 
hours earlier. The city of Port Ar­ 
thur will be occupied by the Japanese 
Tuesday. 
The authorities at St. Petersburg, 
in the absence of direct official news 
from General Stoessel that Port Ar­ 
thur has surrendered, have not per­ 
mitted ihe news to become public. 
Emperor Nicholas is in the south of 
Russia, and his ministers are for the 
time being in the dark as to what dis­ 
patches have been sent to him from 
the front. 
Tokio was the scene of rejoicing, 
people of all ranks finding in the out­ 
come compensation for all the sacri 
flee of life and money that was en­ 
tailed in the ten-months’ siege. 
To what extent the fall of Port Ar­ 
thur will make for a restoration of 
peace is an open question. There is 
an encouraging note in the expression 
by Baron Hayashi, Japanese minister 
at London, of the ‘‘hope that in some 
way it will facilitate final peace,” 
though tlie pacific note is perhaps lost 
in the later words of the minister 
which call attention to the fact that 
the besieging 
Army Will Now Be Free 
to go north, where it will be an offset 
to the reinforcements General Kuro- 
patkin has been re< eiving from Rus­ 
sia since the battle of Shakhe river. 
The spirit of the Russians may be 
judged by the statement of the secre­ 
tary of the embassy at London that 
the campaign will be renewed with 
fresh vigor in the spring, and that the 
nation will not bo content to permit 
Port Arthur to remain in the hands 
of the Japanese. 
Both in Paris and in London the 
opinion is that the squadron under 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky, 
which 
started from Libau for the far East 
three months ago, will have to retrace 
its way home, as adherence to the 
original plans would invite disaster 
without probability of effecting a junc­ 
tion with the1 warships at present in 
the harbor of Vladivostok. 
That Japan may not be permitted to 
retain possession of Port Arthur with 
out dispute is shown in the fact that 
Paris news pa nors are already reviving 
the claim made in Pjut that the hold­ 
ing of that position, commanding the 
eastern seas, by tho Japanese would 
be a menace to European powers. 
There is an expectation in diploma­ 
tic* circles in St. Petersburg that some 
one of the powers may make a tender 
of friendly offices, and the intimation 
is conveyed that, the United States 
may take the initiative. Should this 
be the case it could only be upon as­ 
surances from both the warring pow­ 
ers that the tender would be received 
by them in good part. 
Early Tuesday two Russian torpedo 
launches arrived at Chefoo and there 
were then seven Japanese torpedo 
boat destroyers in the harbor. Later 
in the morning four of the destroyers 
departed. 
Russian officers who have reached 
Chefoo relate that, the Port. Arthur 
garrison was completely worn out by 
five days of continuous fighting, that 
supply of food was about exhausted, 
and that, flu* limit of resistance had 
been reached when General Stoessel 
made his offer of capitulation. 


“The remnant of the garrison left 
had been doing the work of heroes for 
five days and five nights, but yester­ 
day they reached the limit of human 
endurance. 
“in the casemates of the forts one* 
saw everywhere faces black with star­ 
vation and nerve-strain. You spoke 
to them, but they did not give answer, 
only staling dumbly. 
“The lack of ammunition alone 
would not have suggested the seeking 
of terms. Scant ammunition had Ion 
been common in the fortress and dur­ 
ing tlu* past month many of the forts 
had nothing with which to return the 
fin* of the c n< my. 
“The Russians sat in the casemates 
firing not more than once to the 200 
shots sc nt bv the Japanese. When 
the assault came tln*y repulsed the 
enemy with bayonets. But the men 
themselves, having existed for three 
months on reduced rations, were so 
worn that it is marvelous they stood 
the* final strain so long. 
“Yesterday General Stoessel would 
still fight. His wound, which was re­ 
ceived early in the siege, had been 
bothering him. but his determination 
to fight while* one man stood had not 
been diminished. 


Russians Slept W h il e S tanding. 
“ ‘But 
we cannot fight.’ said his 
generals. ‘Our 
men cannot 
move. 
They sleep 
standing. They ear,not 
see the bayonets at their breasts. We 
can order, but they cannot obey.’ 
“ ‘Then you generals fight,’ said 
Stoessel, clenching his fists. 
“He seemed fanatical on the sub­ 
ject. but finally he was brought to see 
reason hv the* insistence of his subordi­ 
nate's. Admirals Ix>chinsky and Wi- 
ren. Generals Smyrnoff and Fork and 
many others, sometimes with broken 
voices, urged the step which ail 
dreaded so long. 
“I am sure Port Arthur would have 
sought terms a m mth ago bad it not 
been for General St n ssel, who, with 
bulldog tenacity, steadily refused to 
permit such action to be taken. He 
had told his emperor that he would 
never surrender, and he meant to keep 
his word. 
“General Nogi has taken Port Arthur 
with his artillery and his tunnels. His 
rifle bullets were seldom found to be 
of any use. 
“We constantly endured a bombard­ 
ment fiercer than any in history. Tin* 
Japanese periodically assaulted, and 
then, if repulsed, they calmly resumed 
their bombardments. 
“We who came here today do not 
know the terms of surrender suggested 
by General Stoessel to General Nogi 
nor the answer to them, having left 
Port Arthur even before the messen­ 
ger had been dispatched. The general 
impression, however, is that Stoessel 
has proposed that 
the army 
shall go 
free and that he alone be 
made a 
prisoner. Even that concession seemed 
to wrench out the sturdy old man’s 
heart. 


A ll 
Resources 
Exhausted. 
“Whether or not the negotiations 
terminate in an agreement on terms 
of surrender it is certain that Port 
Arthur is doomed. We still have 
some ammunition 
and some guns on 
Liaotie mountain, 
but that mountain 
is not adapted for the best defense 
from the land side, and the Japanese 
would find iis capture easier than the 
other tasks they have attempted. 
Tiger’s Tail peninsula has to be sim­ 
ilarly viewed, and Golden hill has 
been without ammunition for three 
months. 
“It is a simple story. Had the am­ 
munition held out tho fortress would 
have 
held out 
indefinitely. For 
months we held Port Arthur by bayo­ 
nets alone, until flesh and blood could 
do no more. When a man fell there 
was none to replace him. Thus the 
garrison was gradually worn clown. 
Two Hundred and Three Meter hill 
alone cost us 5,000 men. The capture 
of that hill was ihr* beginning ofTtrrr 
end. The Japanese artillery was ex­ 
cellently served. They had 400 guns 
bearing on 203-Meter hill. They ad-

TERMS OF SURRENDER 


Li. Petersburg, Jan. 3.—While there 
is no longer any doubt in official cir­ 
cles in St. Petersburg that the fate of 
Port Arthur has been decided and 
General St oes sel’s long and gallant 
defense ended, news of the surrender 
has not yet been allowed to reach the 
public. Foreign telegrams regarding 
the* matter have been withheld front 
the newspapers pending the issue of 
the official announcement here. The 
government is following the dictates 
of its own judgment in litis course;

Tokio, Jan. 3.—The Russian and 
Japanese commissioners appointed to 
arrange the terms of the capitulation 
of the Russian forces at Port Arthur 
signed the compact of surrender at 
9:45 o'clock Monday night. 
The text of General Nogl’s tele­ 
gram announcing the capitulation of 
the Russian force at Port Arthur, 
dated Jan. 2, is as follows: 
“The plenipotentiariesofboth parties 
concluded their negotiations today at. 
4:30 o’clock. The Russian commis­ 
sioners accepted on the whole the con­ 
ditions stipulated by us and consent­ 
ed to capitulate. The document lias 
been prepared and signatures are now 
being affixed. Simultaneously with 
the conclusion of negotiations both 
armies suspended 
hostilities. It is 
expected that the Japanese will enter 
the city of Fort Arthur tomorrow.” 


prepared for news which must prove 
a serious blow when it. comes. The 
newspapers so far 
merely intimate 
that the defense of the garrison is 
proceeding as usual; but everyone, has 
realized for some time that the end 
was approaching, and there is no ques­ 
tion but that the majority, if the} 
were prepared by a preliminary an­ 
nouncement by the government, could 
forgive tin* loss of the fortress In ad­ 
miration of the garrison’s heroic de­ 
fense. 
Possibly some of the hesitation of 
the authorities here to make the an­ 
nouncement of the fall of Port Arthur 
is due to threats and rumors of radi­ 
cal demonstrations coupled with the 
absence of tin* emperor; but it is eer 
tain that no demonstration is likely 
which could assume serious propor­ 
tions, and the radical leaders would 
be sure to alienate the* sympathy of 
many even of the? more liberal Rus­ 
sians if they chose such a moment for 
a revolutionary demonstration. 
It has b !*< ii learned that the last 
telegram sent by Emperor Nicholas 
to General Stoessel vested the com 
inander of the Fort Arthur forces with 
discretionary powers, and urged him 
to exerois * them rather than allow 
the deft ase to go to the last ditch. 
This may account for the apparently 
brief t;pK required to conclude the 
negotiations between the Russian and 
Japanese commanders, no time having 
been necuph 1 in communicating with 
Emperor Nit Polas. It L- equally cer­ 
tain that General Stoessel did not sur­ 
render without previous authorization. 
Offer of Peace From Japan. 
In diplomatic circles, where there is 
every reason to believe there is tin* 
best information regarding the plans 
of tht* Japanese, it is stated that 'he 
fall of Fort Arthur will be promptly 
followed by an offer of peace from 
Japan. It is understood that a strong 
effort, will be m ad e to have the offer 
come through 
President Roosevelt, 
it is even suggested that the terms 
might include an arrangement which 
would give Russia an outlet through 
the Persian gulf. There is, however, 
no indication as to whether an effort 
to induce President Roosevelt to move 
iiL tdte matter would be likely, to slic­ 


ed d. Tt certainly is regarded ns un­ 
likely that such a suggestion should 
come through the United States, un­ 
less the president has the strongest, 
previous intimation that it would he 
favorably considered by the Russian 
government. It may be added that 
while ii is known that Emperor Nicho­ 
las from the beginning regarded the 
war with great abhorrence there is 
nothing yet to indicate that his gov­ 
ernment intends to recede from the 
programme of fighting to a finish, 
which has repeatedly been announced. 
There is much discussion relative 
to V i c e Admiral Rojcst vensky’s voy­ 
age* to tho far East. It is rumored 
that his squadron may be recalled to 
tlu* Haiti.* to await 
reinforcements 
and proceed eastward next summer, 
when it will bo decidedly superior in 
strength to Admiral Togo’s fleet, but 
there is nothing authoritative to sup­ 
port such a report. The situation, so 
far as Vice Admiral Rojestvensky is 
concerned, is not materially different 
from tin* time when the Port Arthur 
squadron was first defeated. It is 
known that Admiral Rojestvensky had 
alternative instructions 
when he 
sailed covering such a contingency as 
has now arisen. Ho far as known, he 
has no intention of altering his plans 
owing to General Stoessol’s surrender. 
The situation in the immediate fu­ 
ture may be such as to necessitate the 
curtailing of the emperor’s trip to the 
south and cause his return to St. Pe­ 
tersburg; but the report that his pilot 
train had been blown up is untrue.

G> acral Stoessel is 
being sharply criticised for destroy­ 
ing the Russian warships, attempting 
to choke the entrance to the harbor of 
Port Arthur, and dispatching the tor­ 
pedo boat destroyers to Chefoo sub­ 
sequent to his offer to surrender the 
fort '-ess. 
The Nichi Niehi says that while 
General Stoessel made a gallant de­ 
fense, his action in blowing up tin* 
ships after he had offered to surrend­ 
er leaves a lasting blemish upon his 
military reputation. His action indi­ 
cates a want of sincerity and leaves 
no room for an extension of treatment 
of him commensurate with the reputa 
tlon won by tlu* bravery and gallantry 
of his defense. 
The Nichi Niehi contrasts the ae 
lion of the emperor in directing that 
Jull military honors be paid, with that 
of General Stoess* 1. 
The Jiji characterizes General Stops 
sel’s action as mean and unlawful, 
and says that it should deprive hint of 
any military honors at the hands of 
his captors. 
The .Jiji also revives the charges of 
Red (’ os- violations at Port Arthur, 
and declares that no treatment would 
be too severo in fixing the terms of 
surrender.

with this chief object, the employers 
are encouraging them in their frolics 
w'ith the certainty that the result will 
be satisfactory to the company's Inter­ 
ests.

The theory is that the contented man 
is immune to the walking delegate, and 
with a vaudeville show at noon the 
men have little wish to hold confabs 
with the Socialistic ngitator w ho would 
force strikes upon the men. At least 
if the men did not devise their shows 
with this chief object, the employers 
are encouraging them In tlielr frolics 
with the certainty that the result will 
be satisfactory to the company’s inter­ 
ests.It Ls an (Kid scene when the men 
group themselves about the shop floor 
at noon, while some of their number 
step out on the llmir and give dances or 
songs or female impersonations. After 
the whistle has blown and the men 
have returned to their machines they 
are feeling happy and in a peaceful j 
frame of mind, while, as one of the ' 
members of the company expressed it. ! 
“when they did not have these con- j 
ccrts a Socialistic leader would come in j 
and deliver a spt*ech at noon, after j 
which the men would think that we i 
were their enemies anti would do every- j 
thing but what we wanted them to do 
for days to come. Maybe tliey would 
pay too much attention to the nearby , 
saloons, too, and we won’t have any 
drinking men.’’

The following decision of the supreme 
court, rendered on Friday and publish 
ed in S aturday’s Pioneer Press, is of in­ 
terest: 
“Ju stic e Start, in an opinion filed yes­ 
terday, holds th at Sheriff P. C, Ju stu s is 
not entitled to fees from Ramsey county 
for the 1,002 executions which he issued 
upon personal property tax judgments 
and which were returned by him unsat 
isflod. 
Assistant 
County 
Attorney 
O’Neill stated last evening th a t this de 
cision will reduce the fees of the sheriff s 
office about $3,500 a year, and perhaps 
more. 
“Sheriff Ju stu s filod a claim with the 
hoard 
of county 
commissioners six 
months ago demanding $1,002 for serv­ 
ing 1,002 executions for personal tax 
judgments. 
The l>oard rejected the 
claim and Mr. Ju stu s took an appeal 
to the district court, where the de­ 
cision was for the county. 
An ap­ 
peal was then taken to the supreme 
court. 
“ In the opinion handed down yester­ 
day the order of the Ramsey county dis 
trict court is affirmed. 
Justice S tart 
says: 
“ ‘A public officer takes his office with 
all its burdens and he is not entitled t<* 
any compensation for services rendered 
to the public unless the statute express 
!y authorize it,’ 
“It is thought that this decision will 
have an important bearing on another 
case now tending in the Ramsey county 
district court over another claim reject 
ed by the county commissioners, 
“In this claim Mr. Ju stu s ask si and 
mileage ©a<h fort serving 2,0»0 citations 
for delinquent personal property taxes 
where collection was not made. 
Mr, 
O'Neill was not prepared to stat*- last 
evening if the opinion handed down yes­ 
terday by Justice S tart is broad enough 
to decide the point at i^U f in this ease, 
but he thought that it will have an iin 
portant bearing in defeating this claim 
also.” 
The above decision is of importance 
locally beaus« of the fa t th at it has 
been customary for the county comm is 
sioners in this county to pay bills of the 
sheriff for uncollected tax w arrants. 
Only la-t July a bill of Sheriff Erickson 
for $20 ) for uncollected personal prop 
erty tax warrants was allowed, which, 
under the above decision, was elearly il 
legal, and the commissioners will prob­ 
ably take action for the recovery of the 
amount.

Probably the most important and far 
reaching communication before th eeity 
council at its regular meeting last night 
was a resolution received 
from the 
Trades and Lalxjr Assembly protesting 
against the granting» franchise toW er 
ner Hemstead for a gas, steam and 
water plant. The assembly took th© 
ground th a t the franchise would bo a 
serious blow to the city lighting plant 
and as they are in favor of municipal 
ownership of public utilities they strong­ 
ly oppose granting the franchise asked. 
They further pledged their support to 
the city electric lighting plant. 
The 
ordinance was, however, taken up and 
given its firHt reading. 
The first meeting of the city council 
for the year 1905 was called to order by 
President 
Johnson 
at 
the 
council 
chambers last night with Aldermen 
Halladay, Gardner, Peterson, Opsahl, 
Baker and Miller present. 
Alderman 
\rm strong came in later. 
After the minutes had been read the 
allowing of the city pay roll for Decem­ 
ber was taken up and went along very 
smoothly. 
The roll of city employes 
amounted to $315.33, of police to 8320, and 
in addition to the regular salary of the 
paid members of the fire departm ent 
ther* was 828.50 appropriated to pay 
members for attendance 
upon fires. 
The pas roll of the electric light de 
partnu nt amounted to $489.72« 
The first serious snag struck was over 
a lull frt mi Ralph Rowe for taking and 
transcribing the testimony in a state 
case in the municipal court last spring. 
Clerk Low was out of the city, but 
George Nevers was acting as clerk pro­ 
tein and was present and ready to take 
the testimony without expense to the 
city. Judge W arner, however, employ­ 
ed Mr. Bow** to do the work. 
The bill, 
amounting to over $12 was presented to 
the old council and turned down. The 
m atter was referred to th« city attor­ 
ney. 
When the big bills for electric light 
supplies began to be read Alderman 
Garnder suggested that the city better 
get rid of the plant before it bankrupt­ 
ed them. 
There was considerable fun 
over th** bill for the motor for the T ri­ 
bune office Alderman Gardner pretend­ 
ing to believe the city would never get 
its money back. 
After 
considerable 
joshing back and forth the bill was al­ 
lowed. 
An echo of the purchase of th e e ity 
scab's came up in some good sized bills 
for the expense of putting the same. 
Ex Alderman Rowley in presenting his 
bill for the carpenter work, called at 
tention to tho fact th a t the scales were 
not complete according to contract and 
that twelve dollars of the bill should be 
collected, if possible, of the Howe Scale 
Co. 
Ex-Alderman Rowley put in a claim 
for a rebate of tin* wiring of the Gradel 
tneyer building on the ground that 
Supt. lVierson had not promptly furn 
ished figures on the wiring and th at as 


ported that the rock could be secured 
for $4 per cord of 11,000pounds, 
Alder­ 
man Halladay moved that the city pur 
chase 1>»0 cords. The motion failed to 
secure a second and it was moved and 
carried that the city purchase 250cords. 
’The price was fixed as above and the 
m atter of handling the purchases was 
left with the street committee. 
Street Commissioner Lang appeared 
before th** council to see what could be 
done about getting his pay for the work 
done in November, Mayor O'Brien hav­ 
ing refused to sign th** warrant for his 
pay. 
The council asked the city attor­ 
ney what th* y could do about it and h** 
told them nothing; that Mr. Lung might 
have ground for action to compel the 
mayor to sign th** warrant if the account 
were true and just but that no court 
would compel him to sign it if other 
wise, i'K rk Low stated that Mayor 
O'Brien had said that he wanted a de­ 
tailed account *>f the work done and 
th a t that account had been tiled in his 
office only a «lay or so and th at the 
mayor would doubtless sign the war­ 
rant as soon as he had looked over the 
account# Some

For Personal Property Tax War­ 


rants Upon Which He Does 


not Enforce Collection 


SO DECIDES 
SUPREME 
COURT

The following decision of tho supreme 
court, rendered on Friday nnd publish 
od in S aturday’s Pioneer Press, is of in­ 
terest: 
“Justice Start, in an opinion filed yes­ 
terday, holds th at Sheriff P. Cf. Justus is 
not entitled to fees from Ramsey county 
for the 1,002 executions which he issued 
upon personal property tax judgments 
and which were returned by him unsat 
faded. 
Assistant 
County 
Attorney 
O’Neill stated last evening that this do 
cision will reduce the fees of the sheriff ’s 
office about $3,500 a year, and perhaps 
more. 
“Sheriff Justus tilod a claim with the 
board of county 
commissioners six 
months ago demanding $1,002 for serv­ 
ing 1,002 executions for personal tax 
judgments. 
The board rejected the 
claim and Mr. Ju stu s took an appeal 
to the district court, where the de­ 
cision was for the county. 
An ap­ 
peal was then taken to the supreme 
court. 
“ In the opinion handed down yester 
day the order of the Ramsey county dis­ 
trict court is affirmed. 
Justice S tart 
says: 
‘“ A public officer takes his office with 
all its burdens and he is not entitled to 
any compensation for services rendered 
to the public unless the statute express­ 
ly authorize it.’ 
“It is thought that this decision will 
have an important bearing on another 
case now pending in the Ramsey county 
district court over another claim reject 
ed by the county commissioners. 
“In this claim Mr. Ju stu s asks £1 and 
mileage each fort serving 2,CKX) citations 
for delinquent personal property taxes 
where collection was not made. 
Mr. 
O'Neill was not prepared to state last 
evening if the opinion handed down yes­ 
terday by Justice S tart is broad enough 
to decide the point at issue in this case, 
but he thought that it will have an im­ 
portant bearing in defeating this claim 
also.” 
The above decision is of importance 
locally beaus* of the fact that it has 
been customary for the county commis 
sooners in this county to pay bills of the 
sheriff for uncollected tax w arrants. 
Only last July a bill of Sheriff Erickson 
for $20J for uncollected personal prop­ 
erty tax warrants was allowed, which, 
under the above decision, was clearly ii 
legal, and the commissioners will prob­ 
ably take action for the recovery of the 
amount.

Probably the most im portant and far 
reaching communication be toro the city 
council at its regular meeting last night 
was a resolution received 
from the 
Trades and Labor Assembly protesting 
against the grantingn franchise to W er­ 
ner Hemstead for a gas, steam and 
water plant. The assembly took the 
ground that tho franchise would be a 
serious blow to tho city lighting plant 
and as they are in favor of municipal 
ownership of public utilities they strong­ 
ly oppose granting the franchise asked. 
They further pledged their support to 
the city electric lighting plant. The 
ordinance was, however, taken up and 
given its first reading. 
The first meeting of the city council 
for the year 1905 was called to order by 
President 
Johnson 
at 
the 
council 
chambers last night with Aldermen 
Halladay, Gardner, Peterson, Opsahl, 
Baker and Miller present. 
Alderman 
Armstrong came in later. 
After the minutes had been read the 
allowing of the city pay roll for Decem­ 
ber was taken up nnd went along very 
smoothly. 
The roll of city employes 
amounted to $315.33, of police to $320, and 
in addition to the regular salary of tin* 
paid members of the fire departm ent 
there was $28.50 appropriated to pay 
members for attendance 
upon tires. 
The pay roll of the electric light de 
partm ent amounted to $489.72. 
The first serious snag struck was over 
a bill from Ralph Bowe for taking and 
transcribing the testimony in a state 
case in the municipal court last spring. 
Clerk Low was out of the city, but 
George Nevers was acting as clerk pro- 
tem and was present and ready to take 
the testimony w ithout expense to the 
city. 
Judge Warner, however, employ­ 
ed Mr. Bowe to do the work. 
The bill, 
amounting to over $1.2 was presented to 
the old council and turned down. 
The 
m atter was referred to the city attor­ 
ney. 
W hen the big bills for electric light 
supplies began to bo read Alderman 
G arnder suggested that the city better 
get rid of the plant before it bankrupt­ 
ed them. 
There was considerable fun 
over the bill for the motor for the T ri­ 
bune office Alderman G ardner pretend­ 
ing to believe the city would never get 
its money back. 
After 
considerable 
joshing back and forth the bill was al­ 
lowed. 
An echo of the purchase of the city 
scales came up in some good sized bills 
for the expense of putting the same. 
Ex-Aldertuan Rowley in presenting his 
bill for the carpenter work, called at 
tention to tho fact that the scales were 
not complete according to contract and 
th at twelve dollars of the bill should be 
collected, if possible, of the Howe Scale 
Co. 
Ex-Alderman Rowley put in a claim 
for a rebate of the wiring of the Gradel 
moyer building on the ground that 
Supt. Peterson had not promptly fern- 
mired figures on the wiring and that as 


ported that the rock could be secured 
for $4 per cord of 14,000pounds. 
Alder­ 
man Halladay moved th a t the city pur­ 
chase I.“i0 cords. The motion failed to 
secure a second and it was moved and 
carried that the city purchase 250cords. 
The price was fixed as above and tho 
m atter of handling the purchases was 
left with the street committee. 
S treet Commissioner Lang appeared 
before the council to see what could be 
done about getting his pay for the work 
done in November, Mayor O’Brien hav­ 
ing refused to sign tho w arrant for his 
pay. 
The council asked the city attor­ 
ney what they could do about it and he 
told them nothing: that Mr. Lang might 
have ground for action to compel the 
mayor to sign the w arrant if the account 
were true and just b u t th a t no court 
would compel him to sign it if other­ 
wise. 
Clerk Low stated th at Mayor 
O'Brien had said that he wanted a de­ 
tailed account of the work done and 
th a t th at account had been tiled in his 
office only a day or so and that the 
mayor would doubtless sign the war­ 
rant as soon as he had looked over the 
account.

th a t if the mayor insists on holding up 
the pay checks of the employes of the 
council that they cut down the salary 
of tho police departm ent which is under 
the control of the mayor, to get even.

SHERIFF CANNOT 
COLLECT PAY 


For Personal Property Tax War- 


rants Upon Which He Does 


not Enforce Collection 


SO DECIDES 
SUPREME 
COURT

The following decision of tho supreme 
court, rendered on Friday and publish 
ed in Saturday's Pioneer Press, is of in­ 
terest: 
“Justice Start, in an opinion filed yes­ 
terday, holds that Sheriff P. C. Justus is 
not entitled to fees from Ramsey county 
for the 1,002 executions which he issued 
upon personal property tax judgments 
and which were returned by him unsat­ 
isfied. 
Assistant County Attorney 
O’Neill stated last evening that this do 
cisión will reduce tho fees of the sheriff's 
office about §3,500 a year, and perhaps 
more. 
“Sheriff Justus died a claim with the 
board of county commissioners six 
months ago demanding $1,002 for serv­ 
ing 1,002 executions for personal tax 
judgments. The board rejected the 
claim and Mr. Justus took an appeal 
to the district court, where the de­ 
cision was for the county. 
An ap­ 
peal was then taken to tho supreme 
court. 
“In the opinion handed down yester­ 
day tho order of the Ramsey county dis­ 
trict court is affirmed. 
Justice Start 
says: 
“ ‘A public officer takes his office with 
all its burdens and he is not entitled to 
any compensation for services rendered 
to the public unless the statute express­ 
ly authorize it.1 
“It is thought that this decision will 
have an important bearing on another 
case now pending in the Ramsey county 
district court over another claim reject 
ed by the county commissioners, 
“In this claim Mr. Justus asks $1 and 
mileage each fort serving 2,0*X) citations 
for delinquent personal property taxes 
where collection was not made. 
Mr. 
O'Neill was not prepared to state last 
evening if the opinion handed down yes­ 
terday by Justice Start is broad enough 
to decide the point at issue in this case, 
but he thought that it will have an im­ 
portant bearing in defeating this claim 
also.” 
The above decision is of importance 
locally be a use of tho fact that it has 
been customary for the county commis­ 
sioners in this county to pay bills of the 
sheriff for uncollected tax warrants. 
Only last July a bill of Sheriff Erickson 
for $20J for uncollected personal prop­ 
erty tax warrants was allowed, which, 
under the above decision, was clearly il 
legal, and the commissioners will prob­ 
ably take action for tho recovery of the 
amount.

Other Important Business Trans­ 


acted by the City 
Council 


Last Nijrht 
Probably the most important and far 
reaching communication before the city 
council at its regular meeting last night 
was a resolution received from the 
Trades and Labor Assembly protesting 
against the grantingn franchise to Wer­ 
ner Hemstead for a gas, steam and 
water plant. The assembly took the 
ground that tho franchise would be a 
serious blow to tho city lighting plant 
and as they are in favor of municipal 
ownership of public utilities they strong­ 
ly oppose granting the franchise asked. 
Thoy further pledged their support to 
the city electric lighting plant. The 
ordinance was, however, taken up and 
given its first reading. 
The first meeting of the city council 
for the year 1905 was called to order by 
President Johnson at the council 
chambers last night with Aldermen 
Halladay, Gardner, Peterson, Opsahl, 
Baker and Miller present. Alderman 
Armstrong came in later. 
After the minutes had been read tho 
allowing of the city pay roll for Decem­ 
ber was taken up and went along very 
smoothly. The roll of city employes 
amounted to $315.33, of police to§320, and 
in addition to the regular salary of the 
paid members of the fire department 
there was 828.50 appropriated to pay 
members for attendance upon tires. 
The pay roll of tho electric light de 
partment amounted to $489.72. 
The first serious snag struck was over 
a bill from Ralph Bowe for taking and 
transcribing the testimony in a state 
case in the municipal court last spring. 
Clerk Low was out of tho city, but 
George Nevers was acting as clerk pro­ 
tein and was present and ready to take 
the testimony without expense to the 
city. Judge Warner, however, employ­ 
ed Mr. Bowe to do the work. The bill, 
amounting to over $12 was presented to 
the old council and turned down. The 
matter was referred to the city attor­ 
ney. 
When the big bills for electric light 
supplies began to be read Alderman 
Garnder suggested that the city better 
get rid of the plant before it bankrupt­ 
ed them. There was considerable fun 
over the bill for the motor for tho Tri­ 
bune office Alderman Gardner pretend­ 
ing to believe the city would never get 
its money back. After considerable 
joshing back and forth the bill was al­ 
lowed. 
An echo of the purchase of the city 
scales came up in some good sized bills 
for the expense of putting the same. 
Ex-Alderman Rowley in presenting his 
bill for the carpenter work, called at 
tention to tho fact that the scales were 
not complete according to contract and 
that twelve dollars of the bill should be 
collected, if possible, of the Howe Scalo 
Co. 
Ex-Alderman Rowley put in a claim 
for a rebate of the wiringof the Gradel 
raoyer building on tin* ground that 
Supt. Peterson had not promptly furn 
ished ligures on the wiring and that as 


ported that the rock could be secured 
for $1 per cord of 14,000pounds. Alder­ 
man Halladay moved that the city pur­ 
chase 150 cords. The motion failed to 
secure a second and it was moved and 
carried that the eity purchase 250cords. 
The price was flxed as above and the 
matter of handling the purchases was 
left with the street committee. 
Street Commissioner Lang appeared 
before the council to see what could be 
done about getting his pay for the work 
done in November, Mayor O’Brien hav­ 
ing refused to sign the warrant for his 
pay. The council asked the city attor­ 
ney what they could do about it and he 
told them nothing; that Mr. Lang might 
have ground for action to compel the 
mayor to sign the warrant if the account 
were true and ju>t but that no court 
would compel him to sign it if other­ 
wise. Clerk Low stated that Mayor 
O’Brien had said that he wanted a de­ 
tailed account of the work done and 
that that account had been tiled in his 
office only a day or so and that the 
mayor would doubtless sign the war­ 
rant as soon as ho had looked over the 
account. iSorne alderman suggested 
that if the mayor insists on holding up 
the pay checks of the employes of the 
council that they cut down the salary 
of tho polit e department which is under 
the control of the mayor, to get even.

Suspicion only existed as to what the 
real facts were until this woman went 
into th*' box, and then a scone highly 
dramatic occurred in her cross exami­ 
nation.

past fortnight and they have selected 
several points do which they devote 
the most attention. 
The Japanese 
usually lie 
low in 
their 
trenches 
and

silent. 
Often several hundred shells w ill be

finning* . although occasionally a shell 
strikes an exposed group or kills some 
careless soldier. 
Almost every hour

night artillery is Vt coining or rifles arf' 
popping somewhere 
along the lines. 
Frequently sorties are made by com­ 
panies or by detachments, when tho 
fighting becomes severe.

are using th** hand grenade as one of 
their regular weapons for close fight­ 
ing.

Port Arthur’s Siege Described

The impression thai 
the Japanese 
are entirely eager to give up their lives 
fighting for their native land without a 
murmur seems a fallacy, according to 
the testimony of Gerald Morgan, who 
recently returned from the seat of war 
in the far east. 
He was for some 
months with the .Japanese army before 
Port Arthur and saw most of the light­ 
ing that took place there u^ to Nov. S. 
when be left to return to Hie United 
Stales. 
He is a graduate of Yale and 
did some work as a correspondent, but 
went mostly for the experience. 
Mr. Morgan was interviewed at the 
Hocliambeau the other night by a rep­ 
resentative of the Washington Post re­ 
garding conditions us he saw them at 
Port Arthur. 
“ I do not mean to say,” 
he explained, “ that the Japanese are 
not brave In the field and that they do 
not risk their lives with a reckless dar­ 
ing. 
The deportment of the Japanese 
soldiers at Port Arthur cannot be crit­ 
icised as far as the younger men are 
concerned, but in the cast* of the older 
soldiers who have wives and families 
at home it is somewhat different. 
“ I remember a ease during tin* fight­ 
ing Iii August where a regiment of such 
troops wen' ordered to charge up a hill 
on tin* Russian intrenolmients and re­ 
fused to go. 
They simply balked. Per­ 
haps they thought of the wives and 
children at home. 
Other and more 
seasoned troops were brought up to 
lead them, but still they refused to 
move. Then some of the officers plunged 
their swords Into anil killed a number 
of their own men. and the soldiers, 
perceiving that death would be found 
one way or the other, moved up the 
hill and entered w ildly into the fight. 
“ The tight ing is as bloody and fero­ 
cious as it lins been pictured. 
I saw 
some of this fighting in the trenches. I 
i saw the contestants keyed up to great 
I nervous tension and fighting hand to 
I hand at a distance some (JOO yards 
| from whore I was standing; saw them 
turned to beasts, thrusting bayonets 
into and braining each other so fast 
that the dead were piled high. 
In all 
the time I was there I saw but two 
prisoners taken. 
It is a case of no 
quarter and a tight to the finish. As an 
instance of this the Japs charged a 
Russian trench and took it. Some thir­ 
ty Russians retreated across an open 
space between the trench and the fort, 
and while they were retreating, being 
utterly helpless, were shot down by a 
hail of bullets from the Jap guns. They 
ran as fast as they could, but In a few 
seconds there were but four left, and 
these, becoming frenzied, instead of 
running toward their own lines, ran 
around in a circle until all were silent 
In the dust. 
“ A remarkable thing then occurred. 
The last to retreat was the officer in 
command, 
lie (lid not rim, but just 
coolly walked aw ay as though lie were 
striding safely along the streets of St. 
Petersburg. A hail of bullets whistled 
around him, ami one hit him in the leg, 
but he walked right on and reached 
safety where all his men had failed. 
These seemingly heartless acts were 
committed by both sides and were 
probably necessary. 
“ Fighting did not take place every 
day on a large scale while I was there, 
though each night saw skirmishes of 
more or less ferocity, this being caused 


The .laps in the pitched battles were 
impetuous in their charges and would 
often be repulsed iii th*' attack upon 
some fort or trench, leaving heaps of 
dead on the field. Then other charges 
would follow, the latter becoming fa­ 
m iliarly known in the army life there 
as ‘re-enforcing the dead.’ 
The regi­ 
ment that I have described simply did 
not like the idea of ‘re-enforcing the 
dead.’ 
“ I believe that the lighting at the 
fortresses w ill not be over for from 
three to six months yet and that it 
w ill end by the entire garrison under 
General Stoessel being wiped out. The 
reports of the Russian general—and 
they are much truer than those sent 
out by the Japanese—state that there 
are Id,OOO men yet in fighting condition 
Inside the fortress and that there are 


8 , 0 0 0 on the hospital list. 
“ I have seen no difference in the 
bravery of Jap s and Russians except 
for the Incident mentioned, and the 
Russians fight with a valor that is 
nothing short of phenomenal. 
Port 
Arthur w ill only be taken when there 
are no men left to defend it. 
I think 
that General Stoessel’s opponent, Gen­ 
eral Nogi, is more of a tighter than a 
strategist and that he risked the lives 
of his men more than was necessary 
at first in those Impetuous charges he 
made, thinking it was easier to take 
the fortress than it really was. 
B lith e 
has learned from bitter experience, and 
his methods are now more cautious. 
In fact, General Oshlma, commanding 
the central division, has gained the 
most ground and has been the only one 
of the Ja p generals to really make 
good. 
H e was formerly In command 
of the w ar college at Tokyo and Is an 
excellent gentleman as well as a great 
general.”

“ That

ing that he had been In a way the 
guest of the Japanese army and could 
divulge no secrets of that kind.

self had seen the deceased sign it. 
Suspicion only existed as to w hat the 
real facts were until this woman w ent 
Into the box, and then a scene highly 
dram atic occurred in her cross ex a m i­ 
nation.

Mr. Morgan w a s interview ed at the 
R o c ha m be a u t h e o th e r n ight by a r e p ­ 
resentative of th e W a sh in g t o n P o st r e ­ 
g ard in g conditions a s lie sa w th e m a t 
P o r t Arthur. 
"I do not m ean to say ,” 
lie explained, ‘‘t h a t th e J a p a n e s e a re 
not brave in t h e field and th a t they do 
not risk their lives w ith a reckless d a r ­ 
ing. 
T he d e p o r tm e n t of th e J a p a n e s e 
soldiers at P o rt A r t h u r cannot be c r it­ 
icised as far as t h e y o u n g er m en are 
concerned, b u t in t h e case of the older 
soldiers w ho h a v e w ives a n d families 
a t hom e it is s o m e w h a t different. 
‘‘I r e m e m b e r a case d u rin g th e fight­ 
ing in A u g u st w h e r e a regiment of such 
troops w ere o rd ered to charge up a bill 
on the R u s sian in tre n ch m e n ts an d re ­ 
fu sed to go. 
T h e y simply balked. P e r ­ 
h a p s they t h o u g h t of th e wives an d 
children a t home. 
O th e r and m ore 
seasoned troops w e r e b rought u p to 
lead them, b u t still th ey refused to 
move. T hen s o m e of th e officers plunged 
their sw o rd s into a n d killed a n u m b e r 
of their o w n men. and tin* soldiers, 
perceiving t h a t d e a t h would be found 
one way or t h e other, moved up t h e 
hill and entered wildly into the fight. 
" T h e fighting is as bloody a n d fero­ 
cious as it h a s been pictured. 
I s a w 
som e of this fig hting In th e trenches. I 
s a w th e c o n t e s t a n ts keyed up to g r e a t 
nervous tension a n d lighting h a n d to 
h a n d a t a d is t a n c e som e (500 y a r d s 
from w here I w a s s ta n d in g ; s a w th e m 
tu rn e d to beasts, th r u s t i n g b ay o n e ts 
into an d b r a in i n g each other so f a s t 
t h a t th e d e a d w e r e piled high. 
In all 
th e time I w a s t h e r e I s a w h u t t w o 
prisoners ta ken. 
It is a case of no 
q u a r t e r a n d a tight to th e finish. As a n 
in stan c e of th is t h e J a p s ch a rg ed a 
R u ssian t r e n c h a n d took it. Fom e t h i r ­ 
ty R u s sian s r e tr e a te d across a n open 
space b etw een th e trench and th e fort, 
an d while th e y w e r e retreating, being 
u tterly helpless, w e r e shot d o w n by a 
hall of bullets f ro m the J a p guns. T h e y 
ra n as fast as th e y could, b u t in a fe w 
seconds th e re w e re h u t four left, a n d 
these, 
becom ing frenzied, Instead of 
r u n n in g t o w a r d th e ir o w n lines, r a n 
aro u n d in a circle until all w ere silent 
In the dust. 
"A re m a rk a b l e th in g th en occurred. 
T h e last to r e t r e a t w a s th e officer in 
com m and. 
H e d id not run, b u t j u s t 
coolly w a l k e d a w a y as t h ough lie w ere 
striding safe ly a l o n g t h e streets of Ft. 
P ete rsb u rg . A hail of bullets w h is tl e d 
aro u n d him, a n d one hit him in t h e leg, 
b u t lie w a l k e d right on an d r e a c h e d 
safe ty w h e r e all li is m e n had failed.
